Report of the Board of Education. 





To THE CITIZENS OF MERRIMACK: 


Were we to measure the results of the work of our 
schools for the past year by the statistical tables herewith 
presented, as indicating the true condition of the schools, 
we might experience a shadow of disappointment, as some 
features of those statistics, unexplained, would prove 
misleading. 

By the loss of certain school revenues heretofore avail- 
able from the investment of a portion of the Gage Fund, 
a lessened amount realized from the Savings Bank Tax, 
etc., the length of the school year has, of necessity, been 
sheltly shorter than previous years—only twenty-nine 





weeks—while No. 8 school, by reason of the early closing 
of the Spring term and late commencement of the Fall 
term, necessitated by the building of the new school- 
house, was reduced to twenty-six weeks, and No. 9 school, 
being interrupted by the breaking out of scarlet fever 
during the Spring term, was reduced to twenty-seven 
weeks. The balance, however, can be easily made up to 
these two schools the coming year. No. 6 school has had 
thirty weeks—one week being a balance due from last 
year. 

We deplore the shortness of the past school year, and 
we sincerely hope that the voters in school affairs will see 
it as a matter of wisdom and of duty, to raise a sum of 
money, for school purposes, additional to that required by 
law, sufficient to extend the coming school year to thirty- 
two weeks, at least. 
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Though the past school year has been reduced in 
length, a survey of the work accomplished, as seen by 
your committee in their visits among the scholars, causes 
no discouragement, but rather impresses us that a decided 
advance has been made, which reflects great credit alike 
upon teacher and pupil, as having worked together har- 
moniously and successfully. 

The cases of insubordination, requiring severe measures 
to subdue, have been few, and the general deportment of 
the pupils in the different schools as we have observed it, 
has been more respectful than in previous years, a matter 
of no small importance, as involving, not only the success 
of the school, but the present and future character and 
well being of the pupil. 

Teachers have been retained for the full school year in 
all our schools except No. 5, where a change was unavoidd- 
able, the illness of the teacher’s parents compelling her 
preseuce at home. 

Our present corps of teachers, we think, werit our con- 
fidence, having given us efficient and faithful service, thus 
establishing a claim to continued employment, and the 
cordial support of school officers and citizens. Just here 
it seems proper to repeat substantially what we have saicl 
in previous Reports, that our conviction strengthens with 
each succeeding term, that frequent changes of teachers 
when good work is being done, in the judgment of the 
school officers, are extremely unwise, even though not a// 
the parents are fully satisfied with the instruction ani 
discipline. It is rarely that a teacher gives universal 
satisfaction; and whenever such a thing is realized, it 
argues consummate tact on the part of the teacher, or av 
unusually harmonious neighborhood. We are pleased to 
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record the fact that neighborhood bickerings seem to 
disturb our schools less than in previous years; neverthe- 
less there is still some room for improvement in this 
particular, and in the children’s interests present and 
future, we earnestly urge upon parents the duty of striv- 
ing to conserve harmony, and not be led to criticise the 
teacher unjustly because an unfriendly neighbor praises or 
favors her. If, as has been said, “the teacher makes the 
school,” she cannot make it what it should be—not only 
an institution for the training of the mind, but a nursery 
of pure morals and high, unselfish aims—unless she has 
the co-operation of parents, who, of all, should be most 
anxious to have taught, by example as well as precept, 
those principles which are the foundation of all true man- 
hood and womanhood. 

_ We notice with pleasure that the number of visits to 
our schools by parents and friends during the past year, 
as indicated by the.. teachers’ registers, is considerably 
increased over that of. the previous year, showing a total 
of 484—a credit to our town, and implying an increasing 
interest in the schools, which we hope will continue. | 

No. of visits by the School Board for the year, 92. 

As will be seen by reference to the School Treasurer’s 
Report, tuitions were collected of Amherst school district 
for 1893 and 1894. Small tuitions for 1895 from Am- 
herst, Bedford and Nashua, most of which are still due, 
will appear in the Report for 1896. 

Scholars have been conveyed during the past year from 
No. 11 to No. 4 school for the full year; from No. 1 to 
No. 4, two terms, and from No. 8 to No. 2, two terms, the 
expense for which has been greatly less than would have 
been that of separate schools, and we believe the results 
to the schoolars of this consolidation have been equally as 
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good if not better. We notice that the tendency of 
public sentiment in some towns is setting strongly toward 
still further consolidation, and in favor of graded country 
schools. 

The expense for repairs on buildings for the year just 
closed, has been much less than was anticipated, the 
Treasurer’s Report showing a large balance unexpended. 
There are a few outstanding bills, however, which have 
not been presented, the principal one being for repairs on 
No. 1 buildings, which were found to be much in need of 
attention, whether they were to be used in the near future 
-or not. These bills will materially reduce the balance of 
the appropriation for repairs, but will still leave a con- 
siderable amount unexpended—possibly sufficient for the 
ordinary repairs of another year. 

Whether it will be wiser to retain all our unoccupied 
school-buildings, and. incur the necessary expense to keep — 
them in repair, or dispose of any or all of them, contin- 
uing the present consolidation arrangements, or still fur- 
ther centralizing our schools, is a matter which may well 
invite the attention of every citizen, as a factor in the 
problem of how we can best promote the interests of our 
schools, and keep in touch with the best educational 
thought of the day. Our incomparable American public 
school system is certainly worthy of being sustained by 
all legitimate means, hence, whatever is found to be 
inimical to its perpetuation and perfection, should be 
removed, however strongly we may have cherished any 
particular method of its use. Its perpetuity depends in 
no small degree upon its being so perfected that it can 
have no successful competitor, and so that all true 
Americans will stand ready to defend it against all 
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encroachments ; for it is environed by many dangers, not 
the Jeast of which is an ecclestastical despotism, which, 
issuing its decrees from a foreign country, seeks to dominate 
the world, and to destroy what it cannot control of our 





American free institutions—making a special target of our 
public school system, as the principal barrier in the way of 
its efforts to enslave humanity, body, mind and soul. To 
the end, then, of conserving it as a priceless heritage to 
be transmitted to future generations, let us ever be ready 
to work together for that high aim, accepting whatever is 
shown to be in the line of its improvement.
